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Introduction 


This 1984-1989 NRJ index consist of two parts, a subject index and an 
author index, each containing references to articles appearing in Newspaper 
Research Journal, beginning with Volume 6, Number 1, and ending with 
Volume 10, Number 4. The subject index lists articles alphabetically under 
each subject heading, cross-indexed under several subjects, as appropriate, 
with the author name(s) appearing in parentheses following the title. In 
indicating the location in NRJ, the volume number appears first, followed 
by the issue number (in parentheses), with the page numbers following the 
colon.
